The  Axl6  Powers  are  proceeding  from  triumph 
to  triumph  In  their  8ummer  offensive*,  and.  as 
In  the  past  .the  reason  Is  the  weight  of  metal 
and  men  they  bring  to  bear  on  any  point  attacked. 
Sevastopol  ha*  fallen  after  a siege  of  eight 
months.  The  Crimean  Peninsula  is  now  In  the 
hand*  of  the  enemy.  What  is  left  of  some  fifteen 
armored  divisions  can  be  transferred  to  the 
Kursk  or  Kharkov  sectors  to  add  to  the  numerical 
superiority  which,  there  too.  the  Axis  Forces 
appear  to  enjoy.  The  Crimea  in  the  hands  of  the 
enemy  affords  a Jumping  off  point  for  an  attack 
on  the  Caucasus.  It*  possession  Is  necessary  to 
any  full  scale  offensive  against  that  province  of 
Russia  with  it*  great  oil  resource*. 

The  Russians  defended  Sevastopol  with  courage, 
daring,  resourcefulness  and  desperation  and 
made  of  It  "a  Nazi  graveyard  to  the  water's 
edge."  They  fought  from  street  to  street,  from 
house  to  house.  The  estimate  of  the  casualties 
they  Inflicted  on  the*  enemy  runs  a*  high  as 
150,000.  but  It  Is  the  German  way  not  to  count 
the  cost  If  an  objective  cap  be  achieved  The 
Nazi*  were  helped  in  their  final  assault  on  the 
Crimean  fortress  by  Rumanian  divisions.  Sevas- 
topol marks  the  passing  of  another  milestone  In 
the  Axis  march  to  throw  their  armies  astride  the 
Middle  East  It  does  not  mean  the  destruction  of 
Russian  sea  power  In  the  Black  Sea  for  there  are 
other  ports  the  Soviet  warships  can  use,  Including 
the  roadstead  of  Batum.  It  does,  however,  give 
the  enemy  a strategical  advantage  of  high  im- 
portance in  the  pursuit  of  his  campaign  to 
advance  towards  Iran,  Irak.  8yrla  and  Palestine 
where  his  hope  no  doubt  Is  to  link  what  is  now 
hls  Russian  front  with  the  army  fighting  under 
Rommel  in  Egypt  It  is  a great,  military  adven- 
ture on  which  he  is  engaged,  one  that.  If  success- 
ful. might  well  postpone  the  end  of  the  war  for 
years  to  come

A .SINGULAR  PROPOSAL  • f 

The  proposal  that  British  Columbia  trade  the 
Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway  to  the  Dominion 
In  exchange  for  $25,000,000  of  disputed  relief  bor- 
rowings. or  alternately  give  It  away  for  frothing, 
would  be  singular  enough  In  Itself  coming  from 
any  source.  Coming  from  the  Member  for  Prince 
Rupert  tn  the  Twentieth  Legislature,  a former 
Premier  of  this  Province,  the  proposal  is  some- 
what difficult  to  understand  Mr  Pattullo  must 
know  the  facts. 

The  Tacts  are  that  the  people  or  British  Colum- 
bia have  from  lime  to  lime  In  the  past  been  called 
upon  to  put  up  large  sums  of  money  for  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  the 
Pacific  Oreat  Eastern  Railway;  such  sums  being 
reported  In  successive  balance  sheets  by  the 
Province  in  the  neighborhood  of  $82,000,000 
Within  the  last  thirty  days,  British  Columbia  has  ' 
borrowed  $16,000,000  to  help  In  retiring  an  issue 
of  $20,160,000  of  P.G.E.  guaranteed  stock  on  the  | 
railway;  committing  Itself  to  the  eventual  retire-  i 
ment  of  that  debt  by  serial  bonds  at  the  rate  ; 
of  $1,000,000  a year  for  five  years,  and  then 
decreaslngly. 

On  what  basis  rests^  the  proposal  that  the 
Pacific  Oreat  Eastern  Railway  be  given  to  the 
Dominion  free  ? Oenerous  and  open-handed  as 
that  might  be.  could  the  people  of  the  Province 
afford  to  do  so.  after'  making  heavier  outlays 
than  on  any  other  single  project  within  the 
borders  of  British  Columbia  ? Nor  does  it  help  i 
matters  much  to  suggest,  particularly  at  this 
time,  that  a value  of  $25,000,000  be  placed  on  the 
railway  and  all  It*  appurtenances.  That  may  not 
be  it*  value  at  all.  Indeed  successive  Govern-  i 
ment*,  in  some  of  which  Mr  Pattullo  was  a 
member,  have  held  otherwise 

It  Is  another  matter  t.o  suggest.,  as  Mr  Pattullo 
does,  that  the  Pacific  Oreat  Eastern  Railway  may 
yet  be  found  a direct  and  useful  link  with  the 
Northwest,  al  a time  when  such  a link  is  needed 
To  mix  relief  settlements  with  that  Is  merely  to 
confuse  the  Issue;  while  to  propose  that  the 
Province  pocket  all  or  It*  losses,  and  hand  the 
railway  over  for  nothing  to  the  Dominion,  in  a 
$4000000.000  budget  year.  Is  a most,  singular 
’statement.'*

Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Going  All  Out  to  Assist 
Government 


VANCOUVER  July  3 <CP* —Van- 
couver shipyard*  hummed  with  nor- 
mal activity  today  for  the  first  lime 
since  June  33  a*  machinists  and 
blacksmiths  picked  up  tools  they  had 
downed  In  protest  against  a Federal 
order  compelling  them  to  work  on 
continuous  production  schedule* 
Their  return  to  work  came  Just  in 
time  to  avert  an  almost  complete 
tleup  In  production  of  vitally  needed 
freighter*  in  at  least  two  yards 
Clarence  Wallace,  president  of  Bur- 
rard  Drydock  Company.  Limited, 
said  the  company  lisd  planned  to 
lay  off  riveters  and  reamers  In  1U 
two  plant*  this  week-end  had  the 
work  stoppage  continued 
Besides  ending  their  protest  strike, 
the  machinist*  and  blacksmiths 
agreed  to  try  out  for  the  next  thirty 
days  the  continuous  production 
schedule  which  they  have  opposed 
since  It  was  Introduced  In  mld-AprU 
by  labor  Minister  Mitchell  The 
plan,  which  calls  for  staggered  shifts 
that  keep  the  yards  working  week- 
ends. was  adopted  by  other  unions, 
although  some  of  these  subsequently 
withdrew  their  support. 

TTiese  unions  will  meet  during  the 
I rest  of  the  week  to  discuss  Mr 
Mitchell's  proposal  for  a thirty-day 
test  of  continuous  production  which 
Was  brought  back  from  Ottawa  by 
a delegation  of  the  Joint  Stupyard 
Trade  Union  Conference  'KTUC> 
A general  meeting  of  the  Conference 
ha*  been  called  for  Sunday 
“A  very  pleasant  sound  sym- 
phony —machinists’  lathes  humming 
and  blacksmiths’  hammers  pound- 
ing,” was  the  way  one  shipyard 
manager  described  the  end  of  thr 
walkout  which  climaxed  the  unions' 
opposition  to  continuous  production 
Although  machinists  and  black- 
smiths were  the  only  unions  to  quit 
I their  job*  several  other*  staged  brlrf 
(sitdowna  in  sympathy  with  their

MONTREAL,  July  3 —The  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  ha*  gone  all  out

In  keeping  with  a request  from  the 
Government,  the  company  recently 
issued  order*  to  all  its  agents  to 
make  a thorough  survey  of  their  re- 
spective territories  with  ■ view  to 
locating  disused  object*  of  metal  or 
other  materials  so  vitally  needed  In 
Canadas  war  effort 
The  present  campaign  is  divided 
into  two  sections,  one  provides  for 
agenta  making  a aurvey  of  any  avail- 
able scrap  from  territory  served  by 
Canadian  Pacific  line*  but  not  on 
company  properly  The  Oliver  In- 
cludes the  collecting  of  salvage  ftorn 
the  company's  own  premise*  by  It* 
officers  and  employees  A system  ol 
special  trains  has  been  *et  up  for 
this  purpose 

The  request  for  scrap,  which 
immediately  relayed  to  all  C P R 
agents  from  Halifax  to  Vancouver 
has  already  brought  tnipreaslve  re- 
sults. and  the  realisation  of  many 
tons  of  scrap  metal  la  assured 
GREAT  TONNAGE 
To  date  the  end  of  the  campaign 
has  yielded  no  less  than  BO  483  ton* 
of  scrap  metal.  Ill  tons  of  rubber 
and  two  carloads  of  paper  Till* 
when  converted  lnu>  war  mai*rl*l 
will  undoubtedly  makr  an  Impressive 
showing 

The  agent  * duty  is  to  spot  an  v 
waste  metal  lying  in  the  vicinity  of 
abandoned  Industrial  plants  that 
might  ordinarily  escape  the  aiteniion 
of  the  authorities  in  tliargr  As  many 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  t. 
stations  are  located  In  such  area* 
the  agents'  service*  are  proving  par- 
ticularly helpful 

When  nslvagable  material  Is 
spotted  the  agent  is  ordered  to  ad- 
vise the  location,  the  nature  of  the 
material,  the  approximate  quantity 
and  the  name  of  the  owner 

Articles  already  reported  have  in- 
cluded almost  everything  from  old 
steam  boiler*  to  truck  loads  of  bras* 
knuckle*  One  Ontario  agent  re- 
ported an  old  Iron  railroad  bridge 
Generally  the  reports  are  composed 
of  mLvrllaneous  scrap  metal  ind 
bits  of  broken-down  machinery 
Special  scrap  train*  operating  1ft
